THOMAS S. DABAGH 

Thomas S$. Dabagh, a charter member of WGRA and 
member of the executive committee in 1949-195}, 
died on January 30, 1959. Tom Dabagh's career 
included work with the California Commission on 
County Home Rule and service as Deputy Califor- 
nia Legislative Counsel in the early 1930's. jn 
1936 he became Librarian of the University of: 
California School of Jurisprudence in Berkeley. 
Three years later he was made head of the Los. 
Angeles County Law Library, where he remained. 
for ten years. In 1949 he moved to the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles to become 
Director of the Law Library and Assistant Dean 
of the Law School. In 1951 he returned to Berke- 
ley to serve as Special Assistant to President 
Robert Gordon Sproul. He was active in the con- 
tinuing Higher Education Survey until his death. 
It was Tom Dabagh's own request, made during ° 
his last illness, that any memorial gifts might 
take the form of contributions to the Samuel .
